hours: m artial music and impassioned 
speeches will th rill the hearers; and 
then the great crowds w ill melt away, 
each 
individual returning 
to 
his 


pleasures or burdens, leaving the tomb 
to its motionless vigil over the dead. 
Scenically the tomb is unique. 
It will 


always be one of the notable features 
of the city, raised 
in 
forceful shape 


where neither houses nor commerce 
can ever hide it from view either by 
water or by land; and unnumbered liv­ 
ing and those yet to live w ill come to 
it to gaze and pass on. 
Some w ill see 


in it less 0! grandeur than is possessed 
by the niausolem of H adrian in Hume, 
after which it seems undoubtedly to 
have been modelled; others w ill ad­ 
mire its stern, square sim plicity stand­ 
ing sturdily alone and unmoved amid 
the restlessness of the tides before it 
and the turmoil of the city behind it:

self even in name with a hape-brained 
gambling plan. 
Yet like the light at eventide after 


a day of storm, which seems to call 
back all the possible glories of the 
hours that are past, his sublim ity of 
character re-asserted itself when the 
doom ofdeath had been pronounced upon 
him. His last three months were grand

of wounded Garfield 
with 


Death could equal G ran t’s fortitude.

Mr. Mitchell had given p ersonal a t­ 
tention to some of the p lants, but so far 
as p ractical use had been unable to ob­ 
tain satisfactory results. 
Had sowed 
120 acres of orchard grass, only to find 
his soil not adap ted to it. 
Had next 
tried Alfalfa with like 
results, 
a l­ 
though the result has been obtained at 
no small exp ense. 
Mr. Mitchell’s loss 
in the exp eriment tried, has been to 
his neighbors advantage as they are 
not likely to rep eat the exp eriment. It 
was suggested th a t au exp eriment sta­ 
tion 
011 a small scale in this fertile 
Rock 
River Valley would be of no 
small imp ortance to our farmers. 
Mr. 
Mitchell as well as 
other dairymen 
is 
directing his attention 
to 
two 
leguminous p lants highly recommend 
ed by the Dep artment of A griculture 
at W ashington: also by some of our 
leading farm p ap ers, viz: 
T he cow 
p ea and soja bean. These foragep laut^ 
seem to fill a long felt want of the far­ 
mer, who has been looking for a p lant 
th a t will teed his cows and at the 
same time enrich his soil. 
T h e ques­ 
tion p resents itself: 
W hy should the 
farm er go on raising meadow hay as 
his main sup p ly of coarse fodder and 
buying grain to sup p lement it, when 
by growing leguminous crop s the nitro­ 
gen required by the soil can 
be p ro­ 
duced at the lowest cost? T he crop s of 
red, crimson, and J a p a n clover, cow 
p ea. soja bean and many others of this 
class far surp ass common hay in the 
food materials they contain, p ound for 
p ound, and in yield p er acre. 
Hay from leguminous crop s is about 
twice as rich in p rotein as hay from 
grasses. 
Leguminous crop s yield la rg ­ 
er crop s of hay to the acre than grass 
es. 
If allowed to rip en the seed of tl e 
c car p ea and soja bean famishes an ex­ 


t r

rich concentrated food which 
can be ground and fed in p lace o. ex 
p ensive commercial feed» ; the straw 
remaining may be fed a» coarse fodder, 
for it is richer than ordinary hay. 
Then why not grow more leguminous 
crop s? 
They furnish the cheap est food 
for stock and the cheap est manure for 
the soil. 
They do this because they 
obtain from the air a substance neces­ 
sary for p lants and animals alike. 
This meeting was highly instructive 
the discussion of this subject and In 
p articular of these two comp aratively 1 
new forage p lants. 
Several dairymen 
p resent signified their intention of still 
farther investigating these p lants and 
will p lant some seed of each kind this 
sp ring.

Here Mr Owen, being an ex pert co w­ 
man, and realizing that a few do g s and 
two u narmed men co u ld no t ho pe to 
captu re an animal o f this character by 
means o f no ise and o nly clu bs and sto nes 
fo r weapo ns, co nclu ded to ado pt the 
ro pe which he knew7 so well ho w to u se 
Taking his lariat in his hand, he climbed 
the tree to within abo u t six feet o f the 
lio n, and, making the thro w with care 
and precisio n, the animal was cau g ht 
aro u nd the neck ju st as he was ready to 
spring at his capto r. Mr. Owen dro pped 
to the g ro u nd, the lio n spring ing at the 
same time. When o nly two o r three feet 
fro m the g ro u nd, the animal reached 
the ex tent o f the ro pe, which remained 
o v er the limb, with the o ther end fas­ 
tened belo w, and was strang led to death 
This lio n was o ne o f the larg est ev er 
captu red in this reg io n, measu ring 9 
feet 4 inches fro m tip to tip and weig h 
ing abo u t 300 po u nds. 
Mr Owen say s that he did no t realize 
that he was in any dang er u ntil he nu d 
skinned the lio n and mo u nted his ho rse

17 9 3, when he su ccessfu lly defended 
a v eteran po acher.

sco u ndrel, ” Sco tt whispered to his client 
when the v erdict was g iv en. “ I ’m ju st 
o ’ y o u r m ind,” retu rned the latter, 
“ and I ’ll send y o u a inau kin (i. e., a 
hare) the mo rn, m an.” Lo ckhart, who 
narrates the incident, o mits to add 
whether the mau kin du ly reached Sco tt, 
bu t no do u bt it did. 
On ano ther o ccasio n Sco tt was le-s 
su ccessfu l in his defense o f a ho u se­ 
breaker, bu t the cu lprit, g ratefu l fo r his 
co u nsel’s ex ertio ns, g av e him, in lieu 
o f the o rtho do x fee, which he was u n­ 
able to pay , tflis piece o f adv ice, to the 
v alu e o f which he, the ho u sebreaker, 
co u ld pro fessio nally attest: First, nev er 
to hav e a larg e watchdo g o u t o f do o rs, 
bu t to keep a little y elping terrier 
within, and, seco ndly , to pu t no tru st 
in nice, clev er, g imcrark lo cks, hu t to 
pin his faith to a hu g e o ld heav y o ne 
with a ru sty k ey .
